1 heard & cry on the outside of the house no:r the
hose house; saw deceased sianding with hid back
towards the sonth side of the door; 1 think the man
whostruck him atood round the corner; 1 jumped
Al him; the
noame of the party is Mr. Kulp, a small man; I waw

membranes; death was caused from lofammation
of the membranes of the braju.
